Applicants  from  a  distance  must  forward  with  their 
application  a  statement  as  to  the  nature  and  probable  dura- 
tion of  their  disease,  prepared  by  a  reputable  physician. 

The  Endowment  Fund  and  the  support  received  from 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  from  contributors  are,  as 
yet,  insufficient  in  amount  to  enable  the  Managers  to 
maintain  alL  the  beds  free.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


To  the  Contrihitors: 

The  work  of  the  year  makes,  on  the  whole,  a  good  show- 
ing. The  surgical  cases  do  not  equal  in  number  those  of 
the  year  1896,  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital  being  132  as 
against  155,  and  the  cases  treated  in  the  clinics  being  943 
as  against  1079.  The  nervous  cases,  however,  exceed 
those  of  1896,  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital  being  282  as 
against  229,  and  the  clinic  cases  2947  as  against  2893  in 
1896.  The  cases  treated  for  the  first  time,  whether  as 
inmates  of  the  Hospital  or  at  the  clinics,  and  whether  sur- 
gical or  nervous,  amounted  to  1482  as  against  1279  in 
1896.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  of  the  416  new 
cases,  whether  surgical  or  nervous,  treated  in  the  Hospital 
45  were  of  foreign  birth,  and  of  the  1482  new  cases,  includ- 
ing hospital  and  clinic  cases,  236  were  of  foreign  birth. 
The  number  of  free  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
during  the  year  was  160,  and  of  pay  patients  255. 

The  Treasurer's  report  for  the  year  is  somewhat  more 
reassuring  than  that  of  last  year,  when  we  were  compelled 
to  borrow  $4000  to  meet  current  expenses.  The  deficit 
in  the  past  year,  when  all  bills  are  paid,  will  amount  to 
$325.53,  as  appears  by  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  the  contribu- 
tion column  shows  a  marked  falling  off.  and  were  it  not 
for  the  increased  amount  supplied  by  the  State  and  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  Edward  Coles  the  deficiency  in  the 
Maintenance  Fund  would  have  been  very  considerable. 

The  cost  per  capita  per  diem  of  maintenance  of  patients 
was  $1.31  as  against  $1.53,  and  the  daily  cost  of  food  for 
each  person  was  $0,329  as  against  $0,383  for  1896,  a  most 
satisfactory  reduction,  as  indicating  considerable  econ- 
omies without  the  sacrifice  of  comforts  or  necessities. 

The  Hospital  is,  as  on  many  previous  occasions,  in- 
debted to  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Wilham  E.  Garrett,  Jr.,  for 
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a  contribution  of  $1000  to  the  General  Fund.  To  Mr.  Ed- 
ward Coles  it  is  likewise  indebted  for  a  contribution  of 
$1000  to  the  Maintenance  B'und.  A  legacy  of  $2000  was 
received  during  the  year  from  the  estate  of  W.  O.  B.  Mer- 
rih,  deceased,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  wishes  of  the  donor,  to  apply  the  money 
towards  the  construction  of  the  long-desired  and  much- 
needed  surgical  operating  room.  More  than  this,  how- 
ever, will  be  required  for  the  purpose,  and  the  attention 
of  interested  contributors  is  called  to  the  pressing  neces- 
sity under  which  alone  the  Board  has  concluded  to  begin 
what  it  still  lacks  funds  to  complete. 

Other  contributions  which  are  thankfully  acknowledged, 
because  immeasurably  more  grateful  to  the  inmates  than 
the  almighty  dollar,  are  the  unselfish  and  unceasing  efforts 
of  the  lady  visitors  in  behalf  of  the  ward  patients.  Their 
report  unwittingly  betrays  their  good  work  in  describing 
its  effects.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  STAFF. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Orthopcedic  Hospital  and 
Infirinary  for  Nervous  Diseases : 

Gentlemen: — The  Medical  Staff  take  pleasure  in  sub- 
mitting- this  their  annual  report  for  1897,  which  shows  con- 
tinued and  increasing  usefulness  of  the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  house  during  1897 
was  282,  many  of  the  cases  being  lof  quite  a  severe  nature. 
Four  patients  died,  and  there  is  great  need  of  a  mortuary 
room. 

The  demand  for  admission  to  the  Hospital  con- 
tinues unabated,  particularly  for  the  lower-priced  rooms 
and  for  the  wards,  the  waiting  list  frequently  containing 
many  names. 

Much  work  has  also  been  accomplished  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department,  careful  notes  being  taken  of  all  appli- 
cants for  treatment,  not  only  by  the  official  assistants  iDUt 
also  by  an  able  corps  of  volunteer  assistants. 

In  this  department  there  was  a  total  of  2947  visits  paid, 
736  of  these  being  new  cases,  an  increase  of  104  new  cases 
over  last  year.  In  this  connection  attention  is  called  to  the 
fact  that  many  patients  apply  for  treatment  and  advice  who 
are  well  able  to  pay  for  private  medical  attendance,  and 
the  Medical  Staff  trusts  that  some  plan  of  supervision  of 
those  applying  for  treatment  may  be  considered  for  the 
future. 

The  Training  School  continues  to  do  good  work  and  to 
graduate  women  well  equipped  for  service  as  nurses.  In 
addition  to  the  training  given  in  our  own  school,  each 
nurse  has  three  months'  experience  in  general  nursing, 
both  medical  and  surgical,  at  St.  Timothy's  Hospital. 

Lectures  to  the  nurses  have  been  delivered  by  the  attend- 
ing staff,  by  the  assistants,  resident  physicians,  and  by  sev- 
eral of  the  above-mentioned  corps  of  voluntary  assistants. 

The  School  of  Massage  has  two  courses  of  three  months 
each,  and  has  graduated  22  pupils.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  LADY  VISITORS 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1897. 


The  Visitors  are  more  and  more  impressed  by  the  heartiness 
of  the  welcome  given  them  by  the  patients  of  the  Hospital. 
When  the  visits  are  regular  the  hour  is  looked  for  with 
eagerness,  and  if  no  one  comes  the  disappointment  is  keen. 

This  is  particularly  the  case  when  patients  are  not  per- 
mitted to  read,  and  the  interest  in  a  story  read  aloud  and 
continued  from  week  to  week  seems  like  something  of  real 
importance  in  their  perfectly  monotonous  lives.  The  delight 
of  one  patient  when  she  received  a  letter  from  one  of  the 
Visitors,  written  in  Europe,  was  a  pleasure  to  see. 

The  usual  treats  of  drives,  ice  cream,  &c.,  were  given  to  the 
patients  during  the  Summer  from  the  Visitors'  Fund,  and 
sixteen  children  were  sent  to  the  Sea  Shore  Horpe  at  Atlantic 
City,  some  for  as  long  as  a  month,  and  in  almost  all  cases 
they  are  taken  care  of  there  for  nothing. 

Christmas  morning  the  children  found  their  stockings  filled, 
all  by  one  constant  friend  of  the  Hospital,  and  baskets  of  fruit 
were  given  to  the  other  patients.  The  Christmas  tree  on  the 
Tuesday  evening  after  Christmas  was  a  great  success,  and 
Santa  Claus  coming  in  at  the  window  caused  great  excitement. 
The  children  sang  carols  and  Mr.  Thomas  was  good  enough 
to  come  again  and  talk  to  us. 

The  Committee  wish  to  thank  all  the  friends  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  flowers  they  send  and  for  their  generous 
donations.  Thursday,  March  31st,  will  be  Donation  Day 
this  year,  and  the  Visitors  hope  the  Hospital  will  not  be  for- 
gotten.

REPORT  OF  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Pliiladelpliia  OrthopcBdic 
Hospital  and  Infirmary  for  Nervous  Diseases: 

Gentlemen: — The  year  just  completed  showed  an  en- 
rollment of  two  graduate  nurses,  nineteen  pupil  nurses,  and 
two  probationers. 

During  the  year  six  nurses  were  graduated.  Twenty- 
five  applicants  were  admitted  on  probation,  and  of  this 
number  twelve  were  accepted  as  pupils  of  the  School,  one 
afterwards  resigned,  and  two  were  dismissed  for  cause. 

The  pupil  nurses  have  had  a  full  course  of  lectures  and 
classes,  and  with  very  satisfactory  results.  The  instruc- 
tion in  the  application  of  massage  and  electricity  becomes 
each  year  more  thorough,  and  therefore  a  more  important 
feature  of  the  School. 

In  addition  to  instruction  given  in  the  Hospital,  the 
nurses  are  sent  in  sections  to  the  Drexel  Institute,  where 
they  are  taught  invalid  cookery.  These  lessons  are  thor- 
ough, and  are  much  appreciated  by  the  nurses. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Staff,  their  assistants,  and  the  Resident  Physicians  for 
the  weekly  lectures  given  to  the  Training  School,  and  es- 
pecially to  those  who  have  given  the  term  lectures  on 
Anatomy  and  Physiology  and  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics. These  courses  have  been  of  great  value  to  the 
pupils.

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RULES  FOR  ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS. 

Application  may  be  made  in  person  or  by  letter  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  who  will  furnish 
the  necessary  papers  for  completing  the  application. 

Candidates  must  be  between  twenty-two  and  thirty-two 
years  of  age.  They  must  be  of  sound  health,  and  should 
send  a  certificate  from  a  physician  with  their  application, 
certifying  to  the  fr.ct.  They  should  also  send  the  names 
and  addresses  of  two  responsible  persons  who  krow  of 
their  good  character  and  capabilities. 

Applicants  approved  will  be  taken  for  two  months  on 
probation  as  vacancies  occur. 

If  at  the  end  of  the  term  of  probation  applicants  are  ac- 
cepted they  will  be  required  to  sign  an  agreement  to  re- 
main two  years  in  the  Training  School  and  to  conform  to 
all  rules. 

Nurses  are  required,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  the  dress 
prescribed  by  the  Institution,  which  is  of  pale  blue  ging- 
ham, simply  made,  white  apron  and  cap,  hnen  collar  and 
oversleeves. 

The  right  is  reserved  by  the  Hospital  authorities  to  ter- 
minate at  any  time  the  connection  of  any  pupil  with  the 
School  for  inefficiency,  misconduct,  or  for  any  other  rea- 
son which  may  be  deemed  sufficient. 

Pupils  will  be  paid  six  dollars  per  month  for  the  entire 
course. 

This  sum  is  allowed  for  uniforms,  text-books,  and  other 
expenses  connected  with  the  School,  and  is  in  no  way  in- 
tended as  salary. 

Hours  of  duty  for  day  nurses  are  from  7  A.  M.  to  7.30 
P.  M.;  for  night  nurses,  from  7.30  P.  M.  to  7.30  A.  M. 

No  nurse  is  required  to  do  both  day  and  night  duty  on 
the  same  day,  except  in  emergencies. 

Each  nurse  on  day  duty  is  allowed  two  hours  after  1.30 
o'clock  P.  M.  for  rest  and  recreation;  one-half  day  after 
2  P.  M.  each  week,  and  four  hours  on  Sunday. 

Two  weeks'  vacation  is  allowed  each  year. 

Nurses  may  be  called  upon  for  four  months'  regular 
night  duty  during  the  two  years,  besides  special  cases  to 
a  limited  number. 
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Nurses  when  sick  will  be  cared  for  gratuitously,  but  the 
time  so  lost  must  be  made  up. 
Instruction  includes: — 

1.  Care  of  wards  and  rooms,  ventilation  and  disinfec- 
tion. 

2.  Bedmaking,  care  of  helpless  patients,  giving  baths, 
prevention  and  treatment  of  bed  sores. 

3.  External  appHcations,  poultices,  fomentations,  coun- 
ter-irritants, cups,  leeches,  &c. 

4.  Administration  of  enemata  and  the  use  of  the  female 
catheter. 

5.  Observations  of  the  pulse,  temperature,  respiration, 
secretions,  state  of  the  skin,  mental  condition,  as  to  sleep, 
appetite,  effects  of  diet,  or  of  stimulants  and  medicines. 

6.  Surgical  nursing,  aseptic  and  antiseptic  surgery, 
technique  of  operating  room,  preparation  of  surgical 
dressings,  use  and  care  of  various  appliances,  preparation 
of  patient  for  operation,  duties  of  a  nurse  during  opera- 
tion, after  care  of  patient. 

7.  Bandaging  and  use  of  splints. 

8.  Care  of  nervous  patients,  methods  of  rest  cure. 

9.  Principles  of  massage  and  Swedish  movements,  with 
practical  exercises,  application  of  electricity. 

10.  Chemistry  of  food,  invalid  cooking. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations  are  given  at  certain  times 
by  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  their  assistants,  and 
the  Resident  Physicians  of  the  Hospital. 

Examinations  are  conducted  by  members  of  the  StafT. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted a  diploma  is  given,  certifying  to  their  period  of 
training,  their  proficiency,  and  their  moral  character. 

This  Training  School  offers  special  advantages  to  edu- 
cated women  who  are  fitted  to  the  work.  The  private 
patients  in  the  Hospital  afford  opportunities  to  nurses  in 
advanced  classes  for  special  instruction  and  individual  re- 
sponsibility, which  is  of  great  value  to  them  when  they 
first  engage  in  private  work  after  graduation.
